London, Oct. 23.— A Shanghai dispatoh 
says tbe Ohioese fleet which recently left 
Port Arthur has reached Woi-Hai-Wei 
Xhe Total, of Shanghai, has reqaested for 
eign'obhsnis to worn the SQbjeotB of their 
governments to avoid localities where large 
hodioB of Chineao are stationed. Ho also re- 
quests that all Japanese residents of China, 
to wbomite refers as "fawning pigmioe," 
shail register- at the olty of Tientsin by tbe 
;prox.. Reports have been received io 
Shanghai.tliab two boats oonneoted with the 
torpedo servloe have been blown np at 
TakaV.and eight persons were killed and 
two wbnnded in the disaster. 

A Tolcio dispatoh says the teoond son of 
the King of Korea has arrived at Hiroshima 
with presents for the Mikado. 

A Hong Kong dispatoh says that Bfionts 
in that city of the British steamer Tai Yuen 
have complained to tho authorities that a 
French cruiser recently fired twice at the 
veeaol to compel her to display her fl'>g. 

HmosmiiA, Oo'. 23, — The spooial session 
of tho Japanese Uiot closed yesterday. 
Every measure preaoatod was unanimously 
paaaed. A memorial was adopted urgiof; 
tho government to execute the desire of tho 
Mikado with reference to tho restoration of 
peace In the East, tho increase of the glory 
of Japan, tho puniahment of Chin» ond pre- 
vention of tho future disturbance of Eastern 
peace. The memorial concludes with tho 
declaration that Japan will not tclerate in- 
terference by any nation to prevent her ob- 
taining the ultimate objects of the war 
which she has been waging against China. 

Tientsin, Oct. 23 — It is stated from re- 
liable sources that negotiations for peace be- 
tween China and Japan are proceeding at 
Seoul. 

A report is current that seventeen Japan- 
ese wurahips, under Admiral Ito, have aa- 
somblod at Pingyang. Thornton Haven, it 
iu said, has never been occupied by the Jap- 
anese. The Chinese fleet is reported to be 
at Weibaiwei. 

Chbmulpo, Oct. 23.— At Pingyang there 
are 1,200 wounded Chinese in the hospitals. 
The rebellions Tong Haks of Sonthem 
Korea are restless, and only the faotthat 
they are not. provided with arms prevents 
the^ from breaking out In open revolt and 
mot^gppon Seoul, for which many of them 
have started.

AN AMERICAN VIEW. 

Opinion at WashlnKton in Connection 'NVlth 
the Pacific Cable i'rttject. 

WASiir.NCTON, Oct. 23 —Late news from 
Honolulu of the abrupt check given by the 
Dole government to tbe negotiations by the 
commiaaloners from England for special con- 
cessions for a station in the Hawaiian isUnds 
for the projeoted oable between British Col 
ambia and Australia has been received here 
with great satisfaotion beoanse of theposl- 
tive attitude of tb^ Hawaiian government in 
refusing, on acconntof prior exclusive treaty 
ongagementa wltbtheUnited States, to make 
any such grant as was requested by Great 
Britain. Well informed persons here ohar- 
aoterizo this move by the British govern- 
ment aa part of its maohiniktions for new ad- 
vantageia iu tho PttciBo ocean. 

lb is well, known, however, thali all gov- 
ornmonta are anxious for the ostablisbmont 
of telegraphic conimunioation with tho 
islands of tho Faoillo. Durine the sittings 
of tho represontativiis of tho United States, 
Groat I'.ritaiu and Germany at liorlin, at 
which tlio three powers entered into tho 
existint; tripartit<3 arrangements in regard to 
the "neutrality and autouomouo govern- 
iiieut of iho .Samoan inlandH," the subjoot of 
eatabliahing telegraphic communication with 
^anioa was broached to tho cnuforence by 
the I'ritiah tlelegatoa, who stated thiit tho 
OBtablishinont of telegraphic cable com 
munioation would (greatly usoiBt in prevent- 
ing future diaturbancen. Tlio American 
commiasioners, through John A. Kaaaon, 
assured the conference that tho United 
States was equally deairoua of having tele- 
graphic communication cstabliahed with 
Siimoa, but that was a matter upon which 
the Americiin oommiesioners • had no 
authority to treat at that time and place. 

The recent ocourrenoe Is likely to lead to 
diplomatic correspondence with tbe govern- 
ment and also to hasten action in congress 
upon tho matter of enocnraging the laying 
of a telegraphic cable between onr Paoilio 
coaat and the Hawaiian Islaode, aa to which 
preliminary steps have already been taken 
in congreas. The department of state has 
repeatedly manifested its earnest concern In 
cable telegraphic oommunioation with the 
Hawaiian islands, bat it has also shown its 
disinclination to enter into any further "en- 
tangling alliancos " with foreign govern- 
ments by co-operation for the acoompllah- 
mont of that or any other purpoaos.

New York, Oct. 23.— Gen. Wm. Booth, 
oommandor in-ohiof of tho Salvation Army, 
waa formally woloomed hero last night in 
Carnegie music hall, which was crowded to 
the doore. On the stage were the command- 
ers, captains and ollicors of lesser rank, 
while lor a background there was a row of 
flaming banners. In his address. Gen. Booth 
said that tbe army's flig floated in 41 coun- 
tries, while there were over 1,000 ofTiocrs, 
all trained ministers, on the rolls. Ha spoke 
highly of tho work acoonipliahod by tho 
women. Preceding tbe meeting in Carnegio 
hull, there was a big mass maetbg in Union 
Square.

A TfiAIN OUT&AaS- 

Ulscreants Repeat Some of the TVorBt Deeds 

That Characterized the Great Hall- 
way St.Tlko. 

CIiiiCAoo, Oct. 2.'!.— Tho deeds of vlol- 
euoe which characterized the recent great 
railroad strike were repeated last night at 
Grand Crossing . and. South Chicago by a 
gang of hoodlums. An Illinois Central 
suburban train was boarded by a crowd of 
tougha who abused the crow, calling them 
"scabs." They wore finally ejected. 
When tho train reached Wildwood the 
depot waa burning, and while the 
trainmen devoted themselves to ex- 
tinguishing the flames, the miscreants set 
fire to a train of box cars on tbe track, one 
car being totally destroyed. When the train 
again started it was found that all the sema- 
phores had been removed and the lamps had 
been placed under the roadbed, the structure 
burning liketinder. The flimes weresmoth- 
ered with sand and cinders, but not until 
the track in places was so weakened that 
supports had to bo placed under it. This is 
the first outrage by the tough element since 
the strike, and tbe damage would have been 
much greater but for the hard work of tho 
train crew.

"It Wonld Be a Serious Misfortune" 
—His Goiiapse Almost 
iBor'edible. . 



CluirleBEmory Smlth, a former U.S. min. 
liter to Hnsaia, who had in hli oiBoial o&pa- 
olty ample opportuuity to obsorvo the per- 
■onal ohfcraoteriBtics of the Czar, Is reported 
to have expressed hiniself aa foUowa as to 
the effect the deatlt of Hia Majeaty will 
have. He said : 

<'The impending deatii' of the Czar 
wonld, in my opinion, be a aerloua miafor 
tnne for Baasia and for Europe. It is not 
probable that there will bo any marked 
change in the conservativo policy of the itii- 
parial government. Tlio policy of the pro- 
Bent reign has bcoc wise, prudent and firm. 
Ill is likely to be followed, bub, in the nature 
of 'the oa*e, with a new and untried sove- 
reiftn there must be solicitude until the 
^ lines are settled. 

** Aa to Bnaaia internally, the present em- 
peror baa given her tranquility and atabilii y. 
There la littlo diaoontent, no agitation, und 
genen] devotion to the orown on the pitrt 
of all olasaes. The unexpected ohango 
neoeaaarily breeds anxiety, bub it finds a 
loyal poblio temper, and with wise oounaels 
ib will bo easy to move forward without dis- 
turbances. 

" Aloxandor III has been an upright and 
earnesD ruler, leas commanding than Nicho- 
las, leas liberal than Aloxandur H, but ho 
baa boon well balanced. His personalities 
have inspired conSdcnco both at homo and 
abroad. He has been steadfast, conaoien- 
tiouB and straightforward. Ho has shared 
the reactionary tendency which followed 
tho aaaaBsination of hig father, and which 
baa been unfortunate in somo of its devel. 
opments, but with hia tirni policy ho han 
nnitod a strong soDse of justice. 

"During the famine of 1891 and 1892 
some extreme socialistic articles imputed to 
Count Tolstoi found their way into print. 
ToUtoi wan engaged in relief work, and 
Bomo of tho ministers of the empire thought 
it unwiae to let him go among the peasants 
preaching hia revolutionary ideas, and they 
advised that he be placed under arrest. 
This action was greatly denounced. An 
Enf^liah friend of mine just ab that time vis- 
ited for aome days at Tolatoi'a house. When- 
ever the clatter of hoofa were heard on the 
road ib was supposed to be a squadron of 
aoldiera to make the arrest. Asa matter of 
faot, the Emperor refuaed to accept the ad- 
vice to place restrictions upon Tolstoi, aay- 
' ing that while hia doctrines were wrong, he 
was doing a good and humane work, and 
waa nob to be interrnpbed in ib. 

"No one oould see anything of the pure 
and beautiful domeatio life of the Emperor 
or of his laborious devotion to the reaponsi- 
bilitiea of the orown, or of hia manifest de- 
sire to promote the welfare of his people 
without great reapeofc for him. He has been 
the Buseian of Bueeianain his feelings, and 
haa aimed to develop the national spirit of 
hia people. Bub he haa joined with this 
national sentiment a deep personal sense of 
right and duty." 

In an article whioh appeared in the Phila. 
delphia Frees Mr. Smith writes of the Czar 
aa follows : 

" The sudden and swift collapse of the 
Czar in the very prime of life aeenis strange 
and almost incredible. He is only 49 years 
ol'l. He had the stalwart figure and physi- 
cal proweas of the Bomanoff officera. Stand- 
ing 6 feet 2, well proportioned, the very 
picture of robuat health, about the strongest 
man in Bussia, living a well ordered life, he 
'Seemed the last of living sovereigns on whom 
the dread disease would lay fatal hands. 
His moral rectitude and his upright purpose 
have matched tiis rugged manhood. His 
character and impulses have inspired loyalty 
and devotion at home and reapeotaud oon- 
'fldenoe abroad. For years he has been the 
abeet anchor of peace in Europe. As Grown 
Prince he won soldierly laurels in the Rnaao- 
'Tnrklsh war,<bnt as Emperor he haa been 
trapremely devoted to continental peace, and 
has been the snreat and moat potent force in 
majntainlng it. 

" With one hand he moderated the impul- 
aivo ardor of France, and with the other he 
warned and checked the aggresaive tendency 
of Germany. He restrained the hostile 
spirit of others, and renounced warlike pur- 
poses himself. Had he been restless and 
ambitious of military glory and aggrandize- 
mant he might easily have applied the torch 
whioh would have set l^urope aflime, but ho 
held a steady hand over the great powers 
and refuaed to be disturbed and diverted by 
the pitiful Equabbles of tho Balkan states. 
Calm, cool, firm and self-possessed, he has 
conserved the equilibrium and peace of 
Europe. Slow in coming to ooncluaions, a 
plodder rather than a genius, when his de- 
termination wue reached he was firm and 
resolute in enforcing it. He haa a strong 
will. Ho has boon his own maatar. Ready 
alwaya to recoivo counsel, he has himsolf 
been unmistakably Emperor. Though 
rarely surprlaing tho world with any strik- 
ing or daring policy, ho hua (|uietly and 
■teadily wrought out a change m the posi- 
tion of Kuaeiu which has lifted hor from a 
secondary place, and made her the arbiter 
of Earopoan peace. 

"Curiously enough, with all tho Russian 
oensorabip and raatriction, the most active 
and potent agent in leading the Czar away 
from the old foreign influence was a journal, 
iat. Kalkaofi', the ohlef of the Moscow Qa 
■ zebte, was one of the ablest and moat power- 
fal editors of any ooantry, a Buialan Horace 
Qreeley, and the alliaooa of the Czar and 
Kalkaoff shook the universal, .intellectual 
and diplomatic domination of Bismarck, and 
from playing a aubordinate part to the great 
German ohancellor, advanced Busaia to the 
po!<ition of holding the balance between 
adverse forces und dictating tho peace of 
Europe. The Czar pursued thia policy with 
steady and rational judgment. Thero were 
iniluoucea against him that wore bent on 
war. Ho warmly maatorod and controlled 
them. He had f vith in himself. Ha waa 
full of courage. Thore la a prevailing idoa 
that ho has lived in constant droad und 
anxiety, but ho is a fatalist, and ho has 
moved calmly forward with tho conviction 
that his destiny, whutovor it might bo, oould 
not bo changed. Uoubtleaapreoautionahave 
oonstuntly been taken for his Safety, but 
they have been the moaaurea of those about 
him rather than his own. 

" Hia groat aervioe ' to .mankind has boon 
as the peacemaker of Europe. What will 
follow hia death no one can yet tell. Tho 
hair to the throne is only 2G. Until ho made 
hia tonr of the world, throe years ago, he 
had never appeared in any independent part. 
Hli opinions and teiidonoiea are largely a 
matter of conjecture. He lacks the physical 
proportions of the Romanoffa, but within the 
last three years he has materially matured, 
and to jposaesaes amiable and gracicua qual- 
ities. it is to be hoped that when ho comes 
to the'throne the innueadei about' him will 
be of a wholesome oharaoter. In that dlreo* 



tion and in his own blameless life the dying 
Czar leaves a worthy example."

St. Luke's Northfleld— The Now Departure in 
Church Work— Harked Success of the 
Evangelical Brotherhood. 

— (Special) — The 
series of aurvicoa in conneetion with tho 
annual harvest foalival i^t St. Luku's North- 
field, waa brought to a moat successful con- 
clusion yesterday evening. Ihnraday laab 
being St. Luke's day the services were 
opened by a morninc; celebration of the 
Holy Communion at 8 o'clock, admlulatered 
by thu Rector, Rev. C. E. Cooper, asaiatod 
by Brother Pratt, the evangelist in charge 
of the palish, followed by morning sorvico 
at 10 o'clock and evening song at 7:30. Tho 
several sqrvioos were full choral und were 
heartily and earnestly joined in by the 
Urge congregation present. The neat little 
church had been ouitably deooratod by tho 
ladies of tho congregation under tho super- 
intendence of Brother I'ratt. Tho gardens 
of tho vicinity contributed a pleutitudo of 
floral wealth which adorned tho roredos, 
tho lectern and font, while fruits uud 
monater vegetables weie artistically disposed 
throughout the saored edifice. Tho flowers, 
contributed by Mr. Young, of tho Hamil- 
ton Powder Works, and Mr. Greonwell, and 
tho fruits aud vogutablea, lent by 
Dr. Walkem, were exceedingly fine. 
Rev. C. E. Cooper preached a very Buitublo 
Eormon on Thursday evening, taking for his 
text tho 3rd v. 0th chap. Isaiah, giving a 
thorough workingman'u discourse, in which 
ho pointed out to his numerous heaters the 
vicissitudes of tho lato depression every- 
where, oniphaaizing that largo employers of 
labor were truo Christian bonofactors to a 
working community, and reminded Ihem 
that Northfield, if in tho past year it had 
experienced its share of the universal de- 
pression, haa also had many good yoara for 
whioh its people ahould indeed be thankful. 

Bro. Pratt, unassisted, conductod the en- 
tire services on Sunday, and throughout the 
whole performed the extraordinary feat of 
playing the organ. Intoning the aervioe, 
rottding the ieaaons and preaching the ser- 
mons, besides conducting the usual Sunday 
school aervloea, Bible clasa, etc. The even- 
ing disconrse, taken from Oal. 8, 8-9 verses, 
was truly appropriate .in a apiritnal sense, 
and waa delivered extempore in oloar, con- 
cise language, easily understood by hia 
hearers, which they thoroughly appreciated.

The society 
proposes to operate between hero and Weat- 
minster. 

Grace Irving, of Vancouver, has been com- 
mitted for trial on the charge of stabbing F. 
G. Turner at Weatminater recently. The 
circumatances gone over in detail were little 
different to what has already been published. 

Tho steamer Coquitlam unloaded 25,000 
pounds of halibut into the train for tho 
Eastern markets yesterday, leaving 5,000 
for tho provincial markets. Tho Cocjuitlam 
waa chartered by the American Fish Com- 
pany to catch halibut at Bank's inlot. Tho 
Capilaoo, oharttTod by tho Now England 
Company, and tho Coquitlam are both bring- 
ing in tremendous halibut catohes for the 
Eastern market. Halibut are abundant in 
the North this season.

Xhe Hamilton and tiie 
Bulion bridge companies were the only teu' 
derers whose plans were according to ro' 
qnlrements.

The Admiralty Have a Scheme To Uan the 
Snbsilized Armed OmlBerB. 

(From the Canadian Oazette, Oct. i.) 
Ic has been announced in the public press 
during the past week that in addition to the 
manning by Royal Naval Beseive men of 

the vessels which are to be chartered for the 
convoyonce of troops to and from India, tho 
Admiralty have on foot a Bohemo for man- 
ning tho armed ciuisora on which they now 
pay an annual bubaidy. Ab present tho fol- 
lowing vessels aro in this calegnry ; E'ruria 
and Uiiibriu, of tho Cunard Line ; Hima- 
Uvya, Auouvilla, Victori* and /\rcadia, of 
tho 1'. and ''oiiipiny ; Tcutonio and Ma- 
jnatic, of the Whito Star Line ; Enipreaa of 
India, Kmprei-s of Cliin!>. and Kiiipreaa of 
Japan, of iho Ciinadiaii I'auilio RtiUvay 
Company. Ic in proposed to supply com- 
plete crowu of tbeao voaacls from the Royal 
Naval Reserve, including both oliloora and 
men, No odijial intimation of this nature 
has, we understand, been received by tho 
companiea chiefly affjcted ; but inquiries 
which wo have mado would aeoin to indicate 
that, should tho Admiralty decide upon auch 
a step, it would meet with co-operation on 
the part of the stoumship companiea. 

Under the agreement new in force tho 
armed orulsers aro obliged, in order to meet 
tho rcquiroments o( the admiralty, to poo 
that their vessels arc commanded uud olll- 
cered by Royol Naval Reaorvo men. Fur- 
ther, they have agreed to employ, " as far as 
possible," members of the rescrvo in the com- 
plement of their crews, and to facilltato, by 
special agreement in tho ships' articles or 
otherwise, ths securing as far as possible of 
the services to tho admiralty of suoh Kuro 
pean members of the crew as do not belong 
to the naval reserve. It will thus be aeen that 
the companies are' hot bompelled to employ 
reserve mra, btit as a' mattier nf^faot a good 
proportioh'of the orewis dh 'thise',' steiimers 
appear to have served their term In Her 
Majesty's service. In tho case of the Cana- 
dian PaclBo Royal Mail ateamota of the 
" Empress " line, tho proponlou of Royal 
lijavy Reserve men is about 25 per cout.

The 
Doctor took for his text Matthew xxi, 31 — 
" Verily, I say unto you that the publicans 
and harlots go into the kingdom of heaven 
before you." Dr. Parkhurst says aooiety 
haa a way of scaling sins for which no 
warrant can be found in Scripture. "There 
seems to be," said he, "one character of 
crime that if one sex practices it it is all 
right, but if the other practices it ostracism 
invariably follows. Men can do as they 
choose on this score with women for whom 
they have no respect, but with a woman lb 
is different," He continued: 

" Society aaya there are several unpardon- 
able sins. They aay it ia a crime for a 
woman to transgresa tho seventh command- 
ment, but it is not so for a man. One of the 
great troubles when a woman wishes to lead 
a different life is that she does not receive 
the help of her sisters. What hope is there, 
then, for a woman to try to do battee'I 
There are a great many magdalenea in New 
York, Probably thousanda of them will 
go to heaven, 'They are children of God, 
just aa good in His sight as you,, and 
you should do all you can to help thorn.

THE WAR NEWS. 

The war newa by the En:ipreBs of China is 
rather meagre. The aooounta of the naval 
-enxagemeDt at Yaln show that It was nothing 
liko the. diaaatrons aff«!r for the Chineae 
that the telegrama repreaented it to be. 
The battle appears to be a drawn one, both 
sidea being glad to discontinue the fight, 
their ammunition being exhausted and their 
ahipa oonaiderably damaged. The accounts 
ahoir that both the Chinese and tiie Japan- 
«ae fonght bravely. The Japaneio ships 
were the better equipped and worlced, but 
the Chineae vesaela were not in the inefficient 
and nesleoted state in whioh they are repro- 
aented to bo by some critics. The dam- 
age done to the ships, though in many cases 
serious,;ia by no means irreparable, and wo 
expeob to bear of the fleets boing soon again 
«t sea in f^ood fighting condition. 

There was aome sharp fighting at the bat- 
tle of PhyoDg Yang. The description by the 
war corrospondent of Jiji Sbimpo is lively. 
He ia no doubt partial to his own aide, but 
he gives the Chinese credit for bravery. He 
ot coarse gives his' readers to believe that 
they are no matoh for the Japanese. After 
a stubborn ' fight, lasting the whole day, the 
Chinese retreated ia good order. The 
slaughter does not appear to have been very 
great. The Japanese war correspondent says 
that the " loss to the Japanese, killed and 
wounded, ia stated to be about 500, 
«nd that of the Chineae iiilled at about 600, 
>aUhongh it ia impoeaible to tell with any 
degree of acoumoy the number of wounded, 
as many wore probably able to run away." 
He afterwards says that from atatemonts 
received from ouptivea tho Chinese losa in 
killed and wounded is 2,U0U, These state- 
ments are rather looae, but it is pretty 
-clear that the victory waa by no meana an 
easy one. It ia evident from the account of 
tho battle that the Japrneae are not going 
to make an eaay oooqueat of China. 

GOLD IN THE STATES. 

Great importance is attached to tho export 
of gold in tho United States. Our neigh- 
bors do not like to see gold going out of 
their country, and they feel encouraged and 
pleaaed when the &ow of gold ia inward. 
The diminution of the gold reserve of $10i),- 
000,000 gives them !»reat anxiety. They 
fear that if it gets too lew tho Government 
will not bo able to redeem its paper with 
gold, or, what amounts to the same thing, 
that the people will take it into their heada 
that greenbacks and other ourrenoy will nob 
be worth their face in gold coin. This, we 
imagine, is why the export and the ira 
port of gold are watohed SO oloiely In the 
United States. ' 

For many years the onlflowof gold greatly 
exceeded the Inflonr. The excess of exports 
ceased in 1877 or thereabbuts, From that 
time forward for several years the import of 
gold exceeded tho export. Tho eicosa of 
imports in 1S81 amounted to tho iinineneo 
sum of 1597,000,000. From 1884 to 1888 us 
much gold went out of the United States us 
came into it, and in 1880 the export again 
exceeded the import. This oondition of 
things haa oontinned ever aince. The New 
York Timoa, in a rccont artiole, gives the 
following atateniontof the import and export 
of gold for the lact four yeara ; 

lu 1891 there was an export of $73 OOO,- 
•000 by Angnst 1, and an import of $30,000,- 



000 during the rest of the year, making a 
net export of $34,000,000. In 1892 the ex- 

Eorts were unbroken save by $4,000,000 
rought in in Ootober and November, and 
the set export was §39,000,000. In 1893 
$62,000,000 had been sent out by Auguat 1, 
and all but $7,000,000 was brought back. 
Tbia year there was light export in the first 
three months, §4.500.000 ; ?0,400,000 in 
April, §58,000.0(10 in M .y, June and July ; 
less than S2,000,0(;0 In August, and since 
then there hun been an exo^as nf imports, 
bringing tho net exports to S0o.9l'l|lll. 

This continual drain of gold has excited 
alarm iu some quarters,' but the United 
States is really too rioh a country in all 
that oonatitntea true wealth to make it ot a 
great deal of consequence whether at any 
given time there are a few milliona moro or 
leas of gold in the country. 

A riOTIM OF FREE TRADE. 

The Canitdian advocates of free trade do not 
like toseeany reference mado to thecondition 
to whioh free trade has brought the agricul- 
tural interests of Oreat Britain, But every 
reasonable person must aee that auoh a refer- 
ence is perfectly legitimate. If free trade 
had benefitted the farmera of Groat Britain 
the advocate of that system would be very 
foolish indeed if hO'did not show that it had 
done good to ono of the most important in- 
tercstp, if not the most important interest 
in the country. On the other hand, 
if it can be shov/n that free trode 
had worked injuriously to that interest, tho 
opponents of free trade would bo wanting in 
thoir daty if they did not direct the atton 
tion of their readers to that very noticeable 
and moat aignificant faot. It would be 
exceedingly ohildish and stupid in the free 
trader instead of meeting what ia an un 
doubted fact 6<|uarely, manfully and roaeou 
ably, to attempt to raise a prejudice against 
his opponent by complaining that he takes 
a delight in dwelling upon the misfortunes 
of tho mother country, and that he gloats 
over tho misery of her agricultural popula- 
bion. StulTof this kind is not urgumonb, 
It is, in faot, the merest rubbish, quite un 
worthy of anyone who wishes to be con 
sidered an intelligent controversialist. 

So far from gloating over the mtafortunes 
of British farmers, we aympathiae with 
them and we trust that before very long a 
British Government will see its way to give 
them the encouragement and the protection 
they ao sorely need. Like the Telegraph, 
we do not iMlieve that the British farmer 
should be sacrificed to what baa <beoome the 
imaginary need of the British artisan. 

At the risk of again incurring the dis- 
pleasure of a whining free-trader, wo will 
direct attention to the harm which British 
free trade has done another industry nearly 
allied to that of farmii^. We mean the 
milling industry. Unrestricted foreign 
competition haa done damage to that indus- 
try* ao aeriona that millera find the greatest 
difficulty in keeping up their eatablishmeats. 
This is shown by the following advertise 
ment, taken from the Plymouth Weatern 
News, Ootober 6, 1894:

The comments whioh the English paper 

makes upon this advertisement are well 
worth reading by those who hove boon led to 
believe that free trade haa made everything 
lovely in Great Britain for all olaasea of the 
population, Xhia ia what the Weatern 
News aaya : 

Mr. William Lukes, who has decided to 
suspend operations at the Beaver mills, Par, 
ia a miller of wide experience. He waa, so 
to speak, born in the trade, and ia a native 
of Cornwall, with the added advantage of 
thirty yeara' practical experience of milling 
in Canada. Uis mill is filled with modern 
machinery, and is well adapted for the trade 
which has been carried on. Yet tho condi- 
tion ot things is Sttch that Mr. Lukes prefers 
to suspend operations, and to take "the 
position of an interested apeotator," 
rather than loae his capital by doing 
bukineas at present rates. It is obvlnua that 
he cannot avoid all risk of loss by tiie courao 
he haa chosen to take. Whilo hia mill is 
idle he will have absolutely no return on 
the capital invested, and there are certain 
fixed charges for rents, rutea, etc , which 
will have to bo mot whether tho place ia 
workintj or uot. It ia striking ovidenoo of 
the condition to whioh tho trade has been 
reduced Ihut Mr. LuUea should prefer to 
riok this woll-aEcortaincd loss ratlior thun 
run tho mill, aritl tiiku his aharo of tho trade 
ut the present unremuncrativo prices. Huch 
fiicta might woil occupy tlio allonlioii of tho 
Governtnont if they had time to devote to bo 
proBaic a miittor aa the lamentable condition 
of Eugliah aKricuIturo. Milling iu a branch 
of that groat induatry in whioh an enormous 
omount of cupllal haa been sunk, and if a 
Government who have devoted uo incon- 
siderable amount of attention to the Irish 
agricultural interest have nu word of sym- 
pathy or counsel for English farmers, they 
might at least consider whether something 
cannot be douo to atavo off ruin from a trade 
whioh now seems given over to disaster. 
Certain Radical orators are fond of talking 
about getting the people back to the land, 
and of roduoing the oocgcstion of the labor 
market of the towna by finding employment 
for the snrplns population on the unculti- 
vated wastes of the oonntry. IIj apparently 
never occurs to them that while they aro 
epoiitiog the agricultural Interest is boing 
ruined, and that the best land of the coun- 
try cannot be made to yield a bare living to 
those engaged upon It, or whoae intereata 
are involved in Ita cultivation. 

It ia quite likely that the Weatern Newa 
ia a free trade paper, for although, like the 
London Dally Telegraph, it points out in the 
moot forcible manner that liritish farmers 
need protection, it has not courogo enough 
to fallow ita reasoning to tho couclueion to 
whioh it logically loada. It is evidently 



afraid to say " Protection," though it points 
to it in almoab every line of its artiole. 

THB STAFF OF LIFE. 

There was a time when a good harvest was 
a canae of general rejoicing. To have bread 

enough and to spare was considered the 
greatest of earthly blessings. It waa then 
believed to be impossible for the people to 
have too much fuod in store. But things 
are diiidrent now. Broad ia plenty, and 
oonscquently cheap, many think too cheap. 
Barna and granaries and wanhouaes are 
burailug with wheat, but no sorg of thank 
fulness is raised. Un the contrary the pro 
duoers of wheat are oomplainlDg that raising 
wheat does not pay, and that when all ex 
pecaos are met there is not aa much aa a crust 
left for themtelvea. Xhia la a aingalar atate 
of thinga. 

People in Canada are calculating tho sup 
ply of wheat in sight and when they find it 
exceeds the visible supply of the uorres 
ponding month of last year, they are not in 
the least thankful. On tho contrary, many 
of them are deeply dissatisfied, because tho 
inoreaaed snpply 'of wheat means a much 
lower pries. In Ootober, 1892, the visible 
supply of wheat was 55,091,000 bushela ; in 
the corresponding week of the same month 
in 1893 it was 65,207,000 bunhela, and at the 
same date this year it is 75,054,000 buahela 
The price last year was 64 cents a buabel, and 
this year it la 51f oenta. It appeara that the 
same atate of things or nearly tho same exists 
in almost all otlior wheat-growing countries 
The supply is in exoesa of the demand, and 
tho iacilitiea of transportation in these days 
make distance from the market a matter of 
small conaideration. 

The great abundance of -wheat haa.cauaed 
those who own it to oonslder if it cannot bo 
put to a moro profitable use than to convert 
it into food for the austenanco of human 
beings. In some of the States it has been 
fed to hog', with, it is said, good results 
and now. we see that bold experimenters aro 
trying to find how it agrees with' horses. 
There are those who say that wheat properly 
prepared makes excellent feed for those 
animals. The scarcity of Indiat) corn in tho 
United States in a sense justifies this use of 
wheat this year, but there may be a good 
crop of corn next year. 

Those who have studied the aubjeob have 
come to tho conclusion thot the price of 
wheat will, for a long time, bo low, for those 
who raise wheat will most likely continue 
to bo quite as numerous in proportion to 
those who oonaume wheat as they are now, 
and the coat of traneport is not likely to b 
at all greater. So the outlook for a wheat 
farmer, wherever he may reside, does not 
appear at this moment to be very cheering 
Loosl scarcity in those days niakea but 
little diflorence iu the price of wheat, for the 
world may be said to be one big farm, in 
whioh the abundance of one part makes up 
for the scarcity of another.

Chow ; Miss Forrest, who has done 
good sorvica in tho missionary field in the 
neighborhood of Kioto; Col. James, another 
prominent New York lawyer ; Misa James, 
his daughter; Mra. Hendorfon ; Misa 
Kemp ; Mr. H. Macvrthur, of Yokohama ; 
Mrs. and iMies Maofarlano, who have been 
visiting a son und brother at Shang- 
hai ; Mr. and Mrs. Nioholls ; Mr. 
G. Staiford-Northoole, who ia now re- 
turning to England after acting for 
some time aa pottmaster of Hoog 
kong ; Mra. Patten, Mr. A. Peine, Mr. 
B. J. Petro, of Tientsin ; Mr. Wilaon, 
Major and Mra. RIohter, Col. U. H Robert 
Bon and Mr. B H. Wotfenden, C E. The 
Empress also bad three distressed seamen of 
the ship Annie Mayne, who are returning 
from Yokohama to Olaagowon slok leave. 

Riugh seaj wero tho luck of tho Northern 
Pdciflc liner Tacoina on tho trip j ant ended 
until she reached tho Straits (arly yeaterdHy 
morning. She loft Yokohama on tho Tth 
inst , and was ainngsldo ths outer wharf 
landing her mails, freight and panaciigera by 
noon yesterday. A fioicj typhoon at Hong- 
kong delayed her a day in starting, and it 
waa September 2G when she sailed from that 
port. H^ud winds wero met with after 
leaving Yokohama for throe or four days, 
and then westerly galea continued until this 
ooast was rtachtd. A dialing object, 
sighted in mld-ooeon by the kien 
eyes of ths ship's surgeon, Dr. Redpath, 
waa at first thought to be the mast of some 
loat veaael. Thia was about 1,200 miles 
from land. Tho ship's direotion waa 
at once altered to allow a better view to be 
taken, with the rosuU that the supposed 
maat was discovered to bo a hr tree fl lating 
ereot with about twenty feet out of the 
water. For Victoria the Taooma brought 
212 tons of general freight out of a total Car- 
ol .3.000 tons, the btlanoe being for 
Puget Sound and overland points. She had 
48 Obineae and seven Japanese pasaeogers, 
all fur here. Rev. J K. Robson, Rev. M. 
J. Walker, Bav. B. W. and Mra. Waters 
atid two obitdren and Mrs. Perkes, wife of 
C-p*:- Perkei«commasder of the TaaomB,oom- 
poaed the salmon list; The thrte miniatera are 
Northern Chioete-mlaalonarlsa who- are ro- 
tuining home after % long experience in t be 
Orient.

A German Ollleei- Wlio Abandoned as 
Useless an Attempt to Hake It 
Serviceable. 



The Facts of the Yala Affair-Life 
and Treasure Lost at 
Flag Yanjf. 

Tha most importunt paasonger on board 
the E:npreBa of .T.ipan, which arrived from 
Oriental porta yesterday, in vie\^ of hia In- 
timate oonneotion with the military afTdira 
of one of the partioip intB in the great war, 
U Major Btobter. This gentleman's name ia 
to-day known in all parta of the world, be- 
ing almost aa familiar as that of Von Han- 
neken. His association with China dates 
back two years or nioro, when ho was sent 
for and went out from Germany to report to 
and advise Li Hung-ohang npon the organiz 
ation and effioteboy of 'the forces under the 
great viceroy's direction. He found them 
in a stale of utter demoralization and bo re- 
ported. His statements of the facta were, 
however, never allowed to reach the viceroy 
oompltte. Thoy were mutilated, distorted 
and so changed aa to bo worse than value 
lees— personal gain and not the cfiicienoy of 
the service being the end sought by the host 
of minor offioiala who have made it their 
bnsineBS to get rich during recent yeara under 
the great viceroy. Every year of the piet 
five, the Chinese forces have become leas 
effloient— dispirited, ill-equipped and in the 
handa of knavish and incompetent cfiSoera. 
No riper lime could have been eeleoced by 
the JupHDoeo for the carrying into (flTtiCt rf 
their long ohoriahed plan of conquest, for 
China was totally unprepared to attack or 
to resist attack, and ready to be taken by 
snrprlse. 

On the other hand Japan had been feeliog 
her way and preparing silently though none 
the less rffeotively fur the struggle during 
the paat five years She ia therefore iu the 
completeneaa of her preparations more than 
able to meet China's componaating advantage 
in numbers. Mijor Riohter found that he 
could do absolutely nothing with the Chineae 
forces, and having ao reported to Li Hung- 
ohang, he ia now returning to Germany with 
Mrs. Riohter. Ho apent several days in 
Japan en route homo, and had long con- 
BuUatioQB with the Japanese authorities. 
When taxed by hie fellosv pissongora of the 
Empreaj with having been long enough in 
the company of the Japanese to acquaint 
them with many military seerets uf the 
enemy. Major Riohter smiled : 

"That waa entirely unncoeBsiry," he 
said, for there is nothing they do not already 
know on the subject. They arc thoroughly 
informed aa to tne numbers, equipment and 
effioienoy if the enemy in every quarter, 
andj long before the war was thought of by 
the outaide world, they had their own and 
the Korean coasts accurately surveyed, and 
not these alone but the coaata of China for 
their entire diatance. They know aa much 
about the country in which their land opera- 
ticDB have been and will bo prosecuted as do 
the inhabitants themaelvea How will the 
war eventnally terminate? Ah, now you 
are seeking a prophet." 

No very recent engagements had baen re- 
ported just before the aailing of the Empress 
from Yokohama ; details of the sea fight at 
Yalariver were then monopolizing attention. 
All aooonnts agree that the majority of the 
offioers and men of both sides fought with 
fie mo8$' devoted and determined bravery. 
Mooh as haa bten said abvut the Chinese, 
the appellation " coward " oan soaroely ap- 
ply lo the plnoky fellows who tried to 
ram a Japanese Ironolad while dii- 
abled, but sank before they oonid reach 
ber. The Chinese shipa were of low 
speed and ! their guns leia modern' than 
t hose of the J spaneae^ Xfaia plaoed them at 
a great disadvantage. Wbile the two 
armored ships and the less protected con" 
sorts moved about slowly — not knowing in- 
deed how to move, for the signalling mast 
with the fighting top of the flagship was 
shot to fragments early in the fight — the 
Japanese were rapid and alert. They 
moved quickly and poured in a heavy hail 
of ahella from guns of high penetrating pow- 
er, while the Chinese had perforce to re- 
main throughout in praotioaliy the same 
formation, exposed to a moat galling at- 
tack. 

That, under these diaadvantagea, the Chi- 
nese hold their ground and actually fol- 
io ved the Japaieaa ofT the field are facta 
tbat speak for themselvea. Une Chinese ahip 
rammed by a cowardly consort, and anothi r 
run on a reef while escaping, aro unpleasant 
incidents to read of, but tho bittle taught 
tha Chifese a valuable if a oottly 
lesson. Whose was the victory ? The 
J apanese claim tha". they sank four Chineae 
shipa and Insii none themaelvea} there ia no 
doubt that they did sink, directly and in- 
directly, fi ur ship? — indeed ono more may 
be thrown in, and there is no avoiding the 
fact tbat the loaa is serious. Oa the other 
hand the Chinese (I) efi'acted their objact, 
(2) remsioed nnoaptured . on the socne of 
action, (3) gave obaae after five hours of 
fighting, and (4) got to their naval base in 
■afety and aaved their tranapirta. 

L«test advtoea from the rival fleets is to 
the eSeot that the damages to all tho ships 
that oame out of the Yalu river action wore 
very light and not serious, though they 
were hit in innumerable places. If the 
ahootiog had been as good as it ought to 
have been, and if the Chinese were better 
disciplined and had supported each other a 
little better, none of tho Japanese Bhipa 
would have escaped. Aa it was, the two 
ironclads fought five big Japanese ships for 
over an hour, drove them away and fol- 
l;)Wod them for over an hour. The Japan- 
ese squadron after the fight retired to their 
nearest port, took in coal, etc., and got 
into fighting trim again. The Nunlwu, 
which was not seriously damaged, and 
the Akitaushimn, proceeded westward to 
reconnoitre off Wei-hai- wei, Chefoo and Pott 
Arthur. None oi tho Chineae vesselH were 
Been oil those places, having probably gone 
oloao in for proteotioa and repair. Thia 
work, it ia said, will not occupy more than 
ten days, 

At laab advioer, which reached Yokohama 
on the I2eh instant, there were no aigna nor 
ne'waof the Japanese in the Ifala. Aa there 
were large Chineae armlea between the Yaln 
. and Piogyang, many bafetlea will bare to be 
f lught before the Japaneae cross the Yaln. 
It is not true that the Japanese are in pos- 
BOBsion of Haiyuentao (rhornton Haven). 

In Port Arthur, the IPingyacg squadron Is 
being rapidly refitted, and the shipa will 
Boon ba ready with the exception of the 
Lbklyuan, which will tako a long time to re- 
pair. This one — a aiater ship of tho King- 
yuen — haa autTorod tho moat. She is 
a belted ahip with an armored 
deck, tho onda being unprotootod. 
The whole after part of the ahip haa been 
completely gutted out and burned, Tho 
Buperatruoturo of tha ship, tho mast, fun- 
nel, etc., are riddled In every direction, 
Ono of her vcntllutora has been loft in a sorb 
of motal lacowork. Her two engineers are 
burned and blinded, it is feared perma- 
nently, but they remained nt their poat with 



utllmching courogu, and ao did every other 
mttofromiheo»ptaindo»n Everynuawhohap 
seen thia ship lii^ulurra that she ta mnniierl 
by brave nieu, and that the bringing ol suoli 
a wreck out of an engagement) and back to 
port would be a oredie to any navy in the 
world. The shipa in Port Arthur have the 
guns draped with red, with the single ex 
oeption' of tho Taijuen— thia vessel lying 
apart in' solitary disgrace and without soy 
decoration.; It, ia repotted that her 
late bommsndfir, Captitln Forig, waa /be- 
headed on''ttie SSiih ultimo, at Port Arthur, 
and that be bad poiabne'd . himself the night 
before, tbe drag: not taking' the desired 
bfTeot. JuBt before the battieoff Takungkou, 
wbiln the rqoadron-'waa "getting. under way, 
the Yangffil oollldtd with ahotber Mp and 
was beaooed. She lies near tbe shore, is 
well sheltered, and may be fl lated ogaio. 
The Chen boats and the Ettand-ohin were 
Inside the bar.' This leaves the Chinese 
Ihet with "tx "Vuena"— the Tingyuen. 
Chenyuen, Chtngyucn, Pingyuen, Laiyuen, 
and Tsiyueo — and the Chineae may well 
claim the victory. Tlie Tooman and Chin- 
tung pasaed out with troopa on the 20ch 
ultimo, and tho Haoting pasaed out two 
dnys later with stores. She haa been to Port 
Arthur with Dr. Irving, who went to attend 
the wounded Admiral Ting and others. Tho 
Chinlung also tried to got the Kuangohia olf 
the reef at Talieowan bay. Tnia ia the ship 
that grounded coming from Tatungk »ou. 

Tho Hcchi gives tho following ua an up- 
proximate eaiimntu of the loss cf ihe Chinese 
at Piogyang : Oliicers and men killed, about 
1,800 ; wnuuded, about 2,000 ; priaoncrB, 
over 1,170 ; tho Dumber ot dead given is ex 
elusive of tho bodies washed away 
in tho liver Taidoug. Horaea killed, 
1,000 i wounded, over 800 ; and oaptureti, 
over GOO. Treasure, about i,2'20,000 yen in 
J tpauuBo currency, inuluaiog gold and ailvtr 
coin, bullion ami K ireun coin. Rice and 
other cereals sullicitn'} to maintain the army 
for u period of three weeks for the one 
diviaioo, The arma cuptuiod inc'udo 42 
cannna and 1 300 r;Qea ; there were also 
1,800 tents taken. 

Count Ininuye Kaoru, Japanese miniater 
for home uirAirs, haa decided to proceed to 
Korea at oucj with a view to accomplishing 
tha reform of the Korean government, and 
the oruiaer Yoshimo ia to convey him thither. 
Thia step is taken in view of the rapid 
development oi numerous plots at Seoul, 
which appears to be a veritable hotbed of 
treachery. It ia reported that the Tai-won- 
Kun conremplates creating hie grandson, 
LI Shun- Yo, King of Korea, and mnob un- 
easiniB< prevails in conaequenoe. . The 
advance party haa applied to General 
Oahima for a loan of two battaliona lor a 
guard. Tbe Hooki also learns that one hun- 
dred Trng-haks were found among the Eor,- 
ean aoldiers in the barracks at Seoul. The 
men are said to have planned to overthrow 
the new government of Korea, with the 
assistance of 3,0'/0 Tong-huks conceoled in 
the neighborhood of Seoul, and to organize 
a government cf the Chinese party. There 
ia a euHpicion of the Tai-Won Kun being 
concerned in tho plot, aa msny lottura show- 
ing hia connection with the Tong haUa wore 
found. Minister 0;ori haa bten recalled 
owing to hia failure to carry out hia miasiou 
and initiate tho uiuoh-vauntod reform of the 
Korean administration. Ho will be euc- 
oeedod by Mr. Hayaahi, Liberal M,P. for 
Toaa, who si cures the appointment on the 
strong recommendation of Count Goto. 

In China preparations for resistance are 
being made on every bond. There aro 
aigna of trouble In the neighborhood of 
Tientsin, and five foreign men-of-war have 
been stationed at Taku for the protection of 
their nationala. The fortifiiation of Pekiog 
progreaaea rapidly, and troops are being 
mustered from aa far north aa the 
provinces of Mongolia. Prince Kung, aixtb 
uncle of the Emperor, for many yeara re- 
tired from active aervioe owing to diegrace, 
Waa appointed by an imperinl decree on 
September 29 to be president of tbe admir- 
alty and co-director (with Li Hung-ohang) of 
war operations. Prince Enng has also been 
given tbe privilege of entering the palace at 
any time. Ihe decree waa promulgated at 
the special requeat of tbe Empreaa-Dowager. 

At the latest writing it aeemed that In 
directing their march toward Monkden the 
Japaneae polioy waa to deatroy the imperial 
ancestral halla and the imperial tomba. If 
they anooeod In. doing ao the fata of tho pre- 
aent reigning house of China la aealed, for 
the whole Chineae people will at once aay 
that heaven haa manifea'ly decreed that the 
Tatsing dynasty ahall oeaie to reign. A 
further advantage of the march to Monkden 
would bo that it would open up tho only 
good road that exists in China, the imperial 
highroad from Moukden to Pekin. But 
how the Jap'knesB can march to Moukden 
without exposing themselves to tho daug'-r 
of having their lino of aupplioa cut ofT it is 
difficult to see.

Ilia Evangelizlne Career— How IHe Lost Bia 
Life While Working for a Friend. 

(From the San Frandaco OalL)' 

A toaohing story is connected with tho 
death of Bev. H. A. Webb, the evangoliat, 
who was buried at Laurel Htll cemetery on 
Tueadiy laat. 

Tho deceased, who waa only ,'!0 veara of 
age, was a native of Bristol, England, 
where he graduated at the Theologioal col- 
lege five yeara.ago. No aooner had he been 
ordained than he began to devote himself to 
the work of evangelizing, first in Canada 
and afterward in the United Stalta. Fir 
the pust two and a half years he wua asso- 
ciated with Rev. 1). II. Roid, liia brother- 
in-law, ana trgethcr they luborol very 
Buccesafully in Montana, Washington and 
liritiah Columbia. For this autumn and 
winter thoy had planned a campaign through 
Oregon and California 

Part of Mr. Webb's continued sucoeea 
VvttB, no doubt, owing to tho fact that ho 
owned a remarkably tine tenor voico, which 
had won for him the title of tho " Singing 
Evangelist." 

Last month ho wos holding meetings at 
Ilwaco, Wash. Just at tho time James D. 
Morrison, the banker, myateriously dlaup- 
peared, and Mra.

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ANTIQUITY OF MAN- 

Dr. CnmpljeU's Vlews-Tlie Probability of a 
Fre-Aclamlc llace— Harmony of the 
£lble and Science. 

(The Firai) Fresbyteri&n ohurcb was 
crowded on Sunday evening to hear Dr. 
'Campbell's lecture on The Antiquity of 
Man." The speaker iiaid the day was when 
the Christian believer feared loati the li^ht 
from the stars should put out the " Sun of 
Rif;hteousne8s," lesd the hammer of the 
geologist should break in piooes the " Rook 
of Atjea," bub that day ia gone ; for men of 
science are looked upon no longer as eno 
mice, but friends of the Truth. When we 
understand the Bible and Nature better, tho 
student cf the Soripturss and that of 
S ionco will find in God's World and 
God's ^V:rd nothing but concord 
and harmony, for the God of Nature is tho 
God of tho IJiblo. The long ages in which 
the forces of Nature by flood and by tiro, 
by upheaval and subBidonce, by which the 
Rigautic rocks and stupendous mountains 
wore brought into existence, show us not 
the littleness but the greatness of man ; for 
he ia ihe key of the arch, and tho head of 
the kingdom. 

The (luestion, how long man has been on 
tho earth, has an important bearing on our 
faith. Tho Mosaic cosmogony is intensd to 
give UB not a revelation of astronomy and 
geology, but a revelation cf God, wlio by His 
power brought them into existence. The 
six days of creation wore six periods of un 
known length, oorresponding Co the various 
strata of tho geologic formation of tho earth. 
The acounla of creation in the books of hea- 
then natioua are absurd, but the uccoiiut 
given in (ieucais corresponds to tho most ad- 
vanced science, yet it was written ages be- 
fore geology was tbooghti of, which indicates 
tho guiding band ot the Creator, Till lots 
than tialf a oentnry ago no one doubted that 
man bad been on the earth only abou. 0,000 
years. Bat about the middle of the preut-nt 
century there were found in Franre, in Eog 
land, and in other parts of the world, flint 
implemente with the bones of animals, ex- 
tinct long ages before Adam is supposed to 
have been created, in oavea, and 
in gravel beds, apparently not diatorbed for 
miUeniame. The natural conolusion was 
that mao° must have existed there ut the 
time those animals were on the earth, and 
therefore, loiog before Bible stadenta believe 
Adam « as placed in Eden. ' 

In support of the groat antfquKy of man 
'reference we a made to the Pb le j i -.hie, 
Ifa'ilitbic, Bronza and Iron ages ; also to the 
eoienoe of language, climatic changes and 
the ancient civilization of Egypt, Mexico, 
Central America and other plaoes. Is this 
in direct opposition to the Bible ? Or is 
there any indication in the Word of God 
that ) hire were human beings in the world 
before Adam ? When Uain murdered his 
brother he aaid ; "I sVall bo a vaghbo.d 
and a fugitive in the earth ; and ic shall 
come to pasa that everyone that findeth me 
aballsluy me." Who was to find him if the 
only people on the earth were his father and 
mother ? Bub be had a fear of others 
of whose existence he was aware. Again, 
he went to the land of Nod, far from Eden. 
Ho had a wife there. She could not have 
been his sister, for there is no indication in 
tho hib a that a daughter was born to Adam 
till after the birth of Seth, If this be true, 
ho must have intermarried withapre-Adamie 
race and joined them in building the olty of 
Eroci. 

In Genesis vi-2, it is recorded " The sons 
of God (literally the gode) saw the daughters 
of men (literally of the Adamites) that they 
wore (air, and they took them wives." 
" The sons of the gods " may have been 
idolaters of a pre-Adamio race who intermar- 
ried with the descendants of Adam. The 
word Adam means red, and may include the 
Mongolian and Caucadiin, but cannot in- 
dinde the Ethoplan or black. Thus the 
blaoRs saw the whites fairer th,\n their own 
women and intermarried with them. Again, 
"Adam called bis wife Eve, because sho was 
the mother of all living." five was not a 
mother at thia time and therefore Adam 
must be speaking prospectively of his own 
posterity, and therefore this statement does 
not militate against the theory of a pre- 
Adamio race. St. Paul' aaya. that *'Q'od 
made of one blood 'all hatione of men." 
The apostle la oontrbverting polytbe- 
iioi. He ia not 'teaching that all 
rM8fl of men are deaoended from 
Adam and Eve,' bnt that there ia' one Ood, 
and only one, who ia the creator of all 
nations. 

Tho Bible ia not hopolcesly, in its teaching, 
at variuiica with llie dieouveries of science. 
If Boience should prove conclusively that 
man has been on tho earth a much longer 
time than is generally supposed, there is 
nothing in tho Bible to the contrary. The 
genealogical tables of the Bible are not in- 
tended to teach tho antiquity of man, but 
that Chriat was of the seed of Abraham. 

The Doctor gave many examples of the 
errors of men of science in calculating time 
on the data of geology, . and showed 
how little dependence could bo placed 
on sush facts as those of implements being 
in juxtaposition with tho bonea of animals 
long ngoe ago extinct; foesilizjd human re- 
mains in rocks, etc. When we under-itand 
the Bible and fcience better wo shall see 
they teach the one and tho same truth, for 
the same God is their author. 

Young men were urged to stand by tho 
grand old book, which h.-i? nothing I o feiir 
from thorough oriticism, bi;t has every- 
thing to fear from mere supsriiciul cxiuniu- 
atior; for the latter fans the flames of in- 
lidolity and sccpbicism as they sweep along 
their devaafating path, while tho former 
check) tliein in their mad career and Strips 
thtm of their pernicious influences. Our 
interpretation of the Bible may be errone- 
><ua, just as the so-called fact of aoienoe may 
be false, bnt the teachings of the Bible and 
of nature are true, and therefore in harmony; 
if there is diaoord, it is in the interpreta- 
tion.

CLEVELAND'S DILEMMA. 

All About the FropoBed HanglDg of a flc- 
ture lu the White House. 

New Yobk, Oct. 2.3.— At the laab session 
of congress an aot was passed accepting on 
behalf of the nation one of the choicest 
paintings in the art exhibition at the 
World's fair. Hanging on the west wall cf 
the British exhibib was a symbol picture by 
G. F. Watts, the English artist, whoso 
genius has raised him very near the head of 
his profession. One of thcso ideal camposi- 
tions was " Love and Life," the other 
" Love and Death." The Arab of those re- 
presents very nearly tho highnat of the 
achievements of ita crea'or. Ic coniiats 
of two flgnret; Life, a youth, athletic and 
handsome, with wings : the other Love, 
a woman, a trifle lower down, loaulng 
against Life beseechingly. The figures 
arc nude. After the close of the fair Mr. 
Watts oilered to present this picture to the 
United States government to serve qb the 
nucleus of a national art gallery, and those 
with whom he spoke about it told him that 
his picture would be welcomed, and that it 
would be a most fitting foundation for the 
national gallery ho had in view. Accord- 
ingly the present was made, and congress 
accepted the gift with ezpressinns of grati- 
tude. Secretary Gresham wrote to Mr. 
\\'atts conveying to him information of the 
action of oongreas. In this letter the sec- 
retary said while tho national gallery was 
not a tangible probability yet, " Love and 
Life " would be hanging in the White 
House, there to remain until more euitablo 
aurrouodinga could be given it. In making 
this promise Mr. Gresham went too far. 

Tho picture ia now in tho White House, 
but whether it will ever hang there ia a very 
grave quoetion. It ia boxed up In the cel- 
lar, ana will stay bnxed up until the Preoi- 
dent geta back to Washington and has had 
an opportunity to apply hia artiatio taato to 
tho determination of a knotty problem. 
After the oloee of the fair, " Leva and Life 
was in bond in the Georgetown customp. 
Some days ago AsBiatant Secretary Rock- 
hill, of tho State Dapartment, took It. out 
of tho cuatoms house and sent it to Wash- 
ington, with tho information that it had 
been accepted by an act of CongrcEs, and 
that in acoordatce with Secretary (Jresham's 
letter to the donor it was to hang in the 
executive mansion. The man in charge of 
that sort of thing in the White Housa 
during the absence of the PrcBident ia 
Colonel John M. Wilson, the superin- 
tendent of public buildings and grounds. 
Colonel Wilson does not pretend to know 
much about art, but hia army training 
has given him a very keen sense of propriety 
which sprang at once into prominence when 
Mr. Koukbill informed him of the new addi- 
tion to the White Hou'e gallery and de- 
scribed the painting. He declared that he 
would be blesaed if any such thing thould 
disgrace the walls confronting the eyes of 
young and innocent persona and clergymen 
on the ocoaaion of every White House re- 
ception. Rockhili argued that the figures 
were nude, to be sure, bnt they lacked en- 
tirely the quality which might have made 
them objectionable ; they were pervaded 
with poetry, nob with passion, and much of 
the same sorb, bnt be argued in v«in. Wil- 
son was obdurate. So long as he was in 
control he deolared that the picture should 
remain boxed up in the cellar. If President 
Cleveland wanted to assume the responsibil- 
ity of placing the objeotionable thing on 
view, very weP, bnt the President should not 
be permitted to do it without warning of 
the storm of criticism to which the hanging 
of the picture in the White House would 
subject him. 

NOT WANTEB. 

New Jersey Catholics iRnoro Satolll ami Re- 
solve to Tiike Their Own Course. 

Pattersok, N. J., Oct. 23.— An insult of- 
fered Mgr. Satolll by some of the parishion- 
ers of St. Joseph's parish, in this city, came 
in for a good deal of discussion here on Sun- 
dar. The Sb, Joseph parish association met 
and approved the conduct of the committee 
appointed to Bee Satoili, Tho matter n as 
freely diacuBsod at the meeting, and Senator 
Hinohilffe, James Gihaon, Edward F. Leon- 
ard, R. Salmon and Chriatophor Kelly were 
appointed a cammitteoto lay tho grievancea 
of the committee before the mitr politan 
court of Archbiahop Corrigan. Sneeches 
were made by a number of tho^e [resent 
condemning Mgr. Satolli's aoiion and re- 
viewing the cfiforta of the parish to have Dr. 
Smith removed, which efforts, the speakers 
deolared, were in every way peaceful and 
honorable. At the meeting very strong ex- 
ceptions were taken to the treatment receiv- 
ed by the oommittee which waited on the 
papal delegiite to hear the grievance againab 
Dr Smith. The following resolutions wore 
adop'ed : 

Resolved, That we, the members of tho 
Sb Joseph's Parish Aaiooi^tion, do hereby 
tender a vote of thanka to the committee of 
fifteen who yesterday waiting upon Mgr. 
Satoili at the residence of Dr. Smith. 

" Resolved, That we approve of every oct 
taken and every word uttered by tho com- 
mittee, and that we admire their manly in- 
trp])itiity, and wu do thin, not to coinpli- 
ii)"ntthii coiiiiriit: 00 on their acta an iudi- 
viduula, but bhow tho public that they are 
suBlainod. 

Reaulved, That in dcferoneo to the fool- 
ngs of oulsidu couBcienlioua Cathnlica who 
are interested in the matter, hut who 
have no cngnizknco of tho entiie 
depth of our grievances and to nfiito 
tho declaration of tho A. V. A , thnt 
wo have no redrtia, but muht mil niiL like 
cringing slaves, wo appoii-.t a comuiitteo to 
retain Rev. Dr. HurdHell to bring our capo 
before tho Metropolitan Court of Archbiahop 
Corrigan, ignoring Mgr. Satoili and liiahop 
Wigger.

China ia a lind whose ruling people were 
originally invaders, who fought, conquered, 
but/ never aliogether doatroyed the aavago 
tribes who onoe ..poueased the . oonntry. 
There are olvll zed savages, half civilized 
lavages and wild savages. The wild man, 
like the redskin, ia usually on the warpath. 
Where the latter takes ecalpa the former 
ttkes heada. Both get drunk ab every 
opportunity ; both are dirty and diaagree- 
able, and both waste away and die out under 
the preesure of oivilizition. 

In JTormoaa, whore many of the aborigines 
are found, when the Mandarin, who li Is the 
same billet ua an Indian aget't, miatiehaves 
they get out their weapona, doacend on the 
agency and decapitate the Mandarin, hia 
clerks, aeoretariea, body guarda andaervanta, 
They take all the poraonal property they 
can lay hands to as an indemnity and go 
back happy and aerene to their hunting 
grounda. Tho D(Xt Mandarin at that agenoy 
ia e.Kceedingly polite and upright for at least 
a twelvemonth. 

The ITorraoda aavage is evidently of the 
Maliy race, but ia larger, acrooger and more 
f>>rniidabls than hia cousins on either aide, 
the people of tho L»o-Cnoo isUnda and those 
of the Philippine ialaods. At one time he 
occupied all of the great island where he 
lives, bub in acme unknown ago waa driven 
Horosa the mountaine, whioh practically 
divide the omntry into two diatrlcta, Hia 
conquerora, a semi-civilized Chinese people 
called Hakkaa, settled down in the western 
half of the island, while the aavagea con 
Bned themaelvea to the eastern half. Since 
that forgotten oonqneat the ialand baa been 
invaded by Chineae, by Amoy pirates, by 
Koreans,' Japaneae, Fortngneae and Datob, 
the Hakkaa have been utterly vaDqniahed 
and driven into the wildemeaa, bat the 
!<avaea still holds hia own the same to.day 
as he did oenturiea ago. 

I'be Formes ins are clannish to the last de 
gree. Although they have a common foe in 
the Chinese, u eeema impoaalbie to anite 
their many tribes, aome not over a hundred 
strong, in one organi/, ttion. They oven go 
so f it aa to have bitter and bloody feuds 
among thcmsolvca. The Mandarina take 
advantage of this and often supply both 
aidea with weapons and food in order to in 
sure the killing of as many warriors as possi- 
ble. In person they are not very bad lock 
ing. The complexion of youth is quite 
bright, and in many inatancea set tit' by 
large brown eyes and ruddy cheeka. The 
old are very sallow — almost mud-colored 
Like all people who live by hunting and 
fishing in a fertiloj country, they are mu 
oular, agile and graceful. The women do 
the drudgery, and are short, stumpy and 
heavy. Tho girla, however, are often 
modela of physical exoellencR, 

Unlike other barbarous races, the women 
and not the men tattoo. They use a dark 
vegetable dye for the pigment, whioh makea 
a lighter indigo than the Chinese ink em 
ployed by aailors and by the Japanese. Tho 
favorite style of marking the faces is by 
drawing parallel horizontal lines, commenc 
iug at the aide of the noao and thence down 
ward to the chin and even the neck. They 
rarely tattoo the other parte of the face, 
although in a few oasea they put a figure on 
either temple. They ornament the body 
bat slightly, and then give the preference to 
the shoulders, arms and breaata. Appar 
oDtly they nie no token or other tribal 
mark. They like ornaments, and eonstruot 
necklacea and braoeleta from wild boars' 
teeth, tiger oata' teeth, fish bones, fishhaadst 
thirb buctona, copper coins, wire, ahella and 
limilar objeota. ; 

In fine weather; the ooatnme of aFomo. 
aan gentleman ia very aimple and asathetlo. 
It eonaiata of a -pipe inserted in the hair 
or atuok over the ear, a ahorb jacket which 
re aohea nearly to the waiab, a belt, a neck- 
lace, a bracelet, a aharp, ahorb aword, and 
tivo or three cues from defunct Chinamen. 
In cool or wet weather he adds coats and 
trousers of a cloth-like matting and a huge 
dcorskia olouk. The entire akin ia em- 
ployed, in the middle of which is cut a hole 
and slit largo enough to pass over tho head 
and fit the ueck of tho wearer. 

Tho women, both ainglo and married, are 
midestin look, demeanor and drc^a. They 
marry or mate early, and have largo fami- 
Ilea. What with childbirth and their mode 
of living, they age early, and at 35 look 50 
Dcapite their appeorance they prcaorvo their 
strength and aotivily, and at 60 can do an 
immenBO amount of hard work. Thoeo who 
live In tho mountainoua and eaat coast dis- 
tricts uro very healthy, aud some fine look- 
ing, those in the jungle and marsh districts 
a-o of a siolily appearance and poor phy- 
ai<iuo. In the far north of Formosa are 
found blonde savages. They are the de. 
Bccndanta of the Dutch settlers and soldiers 
who once held that part of the ialand and 
solaced their leisure houra with the charms 
cf dusky womanhood. 

Their clvlllzition ia of a low grade. They 
make leather, pottery, matting, bows, ar- 
rows, apeara, aworda, pipes, and can spin, 
weave, aew and embroider. Strange to say, 
they have invented a written character, 
which ir.r.uy of them can write and read, 
but few ever use. It ia said to have been 
doaiguud by a Jesuit miasionory, who 
lived and died in one of their camps two 
centuries ago, but there ia no record to 
verify tho tradition. Tho character is neat, 
aimpio and legible, and beara a vague re- 
aemblance to the Siamese aa well as the 
Koro in alphabet. Another nurioua thing ia 
the passport ieoued by tho chiefs to travel- 
lers. It consists of a special kind of straw 
knotted in diflorent pattorna at various 
lengths. The pattern of each knot and tho 
number and relative positions of the knota 
convey the name of the chief who gives the 
straw and the places and chiefa to whom it 
is directed. Those who have used those 
pasgports in the interior of Formcaa report 
that they are always received with respeot, 
and their bearers welojmed and hospitably 
entertained. 

The implacable hatred of the Formoaan 
for the Chinese ia not extended to other 
peoples. They are very friendly to Malaya 
and negroea, and aa' for Eagliabmen and 
Americans they meet them with open arms 
and the cheerful salutation, *' VVoloomo, 
brother savages." 

The war between these people and tho 
Chineae never dies out, Tho former are 
afraid to come out into the open and face 
cannon and riilcs, while the latter are 
equally afraid to go into the jungle snd the 
marah and face a foe whoao tuotica are those 
of tho tiger and tho snake. Thus, actual 
onoountora on a largo scale arc rare, 
Tho mandarins have a standing reward for 
the head of ovory aavage, and every now 
and then a party of aoldiera will ambush a 
huntsman or shoob him at a distance and 
bring hia head into camp, la return, the

morrow afternoon. The Princess joined the 
orthodox church to-day. It is stated that 
on leaving Spala the Czkr weighed 200 
pounda, about 28 pounda below his normal 
weight, and that he now wetgha on1y>140 
pounds. / , j'- 

The Borlin.corrupondenb of the Central 
News aiya that an ofBoial dispatch from St. 
Petersburg confirms the announcement that 
tho marriage of the Czirewitoh and the Prin- 
cess Alix will take place to niorro w unleas the 
Czir should become Buddonly worse in the 
meantime. 

The Standard's St. Peteraburg correspond- 
ent sends the following measage : " Latest 
bulletins are of the same unsaliafaotory na- 
ture as former ones. Everybody is sur- 
prised that there is no mention of tho pulse 
or temperature ; in short, there ia no clue aa 
to what the dieeose if, from which the Czar 
U suffering. It is rumored that an operation 
ia contemplated. Another atory haa it that 
the malady ia expected to reach a criaia 
within the next day or two, but as to what 
the operation or malady is, even the beat in- 
formed are ignorant. From what! learn, no 
marriage of the Czkrewitch ia likely, but 
there will be a aort of formal betrothal which 
will receive the benediction of the Czir, and 
whioh it U underatood will (ir..-ctually bind 
tbe Czirewitoh and Prinoeea until there can 
be a wedding ceremony with the pomp befit- 
ting tin nniou." 

A dispatch to the Times from St. Petera- 
burg aaya that betides the offertog of 
prayera f or the reopvery of the Czar in all 
tho ohnrohea the. holy aynbd haa ordered 
that there be prayers for tbe same end of- 
fjred in the army and navy and on board 
the Equadrona, Arohbiahop Maghile haa 
ordered prayers in all the Greek oburohea. 
Prince Mestehfeaky'a Citizen ia the 'first 
newspaper to break the dead allenoe ioflict- 
ed on the preaa by the oenaor oonaerning tho 
cxprcsaions cf grief tKOanae of the Czar'a ill 
neae. The paper gives a graphic descrip 
tion of the solemn and pathetio service of 
pruyor within the ancient walla of the 
cithedral of tho Aaeumption in tho Kremlin 
at Moaot w. It adds that tboBs prayera 
will bo continued until God listens to the 
aupplicationa. 

Tho Timea' Vienna correspondent tele 
grapha that it ia announcsd from SoOa 
that no special service has been held there 
for tho recovery of the Qzar. The olergy 
appear to have been instructed from head- 
quiirlcra. 

Tho Kuaaian newspapers have been re- 
quested to print copies of their respective 
journals for subscribers in Livadia and omit 
the bulletins altogether. This ia being done. 
The wildest rumors are oironlated in St. 
Petersburg and a apeoial oenaor haa beetf'ap 
pointed to control all press telegrams oon- 
corning the condition of the Cztrand tho 
doings generally of the imperial family. All 
dispatonae have to be passed on by tho ordin- 
ary censor and to be inspected by tho apecial 
censor and are moatly altered a great deal 
before they reaoh the telegraph otlice. 

Judging by the telegraphic inquiriea re- 
ceived from abroad there must bo far more 
visible spontaneous concern in tho foreign 
cipitula than ia noticed on the surface at St. 
Peteraburg, where the press is uot allowed 
to utter a single word of Borrow at tho sick- 
ness of tho monarch. Even tho minia- 
tora and high oHiciala of state, who 
themselves aro astonished at the mysterious 
and tardy way tho little olli lial nowa vouoh- 
a^ifed ia aont from tho Grimeu, have to tele- 
phone all day long and half through tho 
night to the oliico uf tho Otlicial (3azatto beg- 
ging inforinaiii)n, In tho remoter parte of 
tho empiro there are probably whole popula- 
tiona who have scarcely heard that thoCztr 
is 111. 

Aa a Bnaalan haaexpreaaed U, the Russian 
newapapera are waiting to know when the 
police will allow them to weep and to ex- 
preiB their feelings frsely. T'..? oity bears 
ita usual aspect, only the o^gor and excited 
discuEaion in tho public reaorts indicating 
tho pending evil. Tho spoolalaervioes in all 
the cburohes are well attended ; the sincerity 
of the pravera ofiered show how deeply tho 
public mind is affected. In the theatrea 
there have been numerous inatancea, during 
tho intervals of the acta, of tho audioDoa 
calling for the oroheatras to play the national 
hymn, "God Protouo the Czar," to which 
the people would listen standing,

New YouK, Oct. — 0' Donovan Roaaa 
haa written a letter to President Cleveland 
protesting aguinat the aotion of Edwin F. 
Uhl, aaaiatant secretary of state, in refueing 
to iaine a paaaport, although he haa been 
voting here a number of yeara on papera 
iasued by Justice Larramoro in tho court of 
CDinmon pleaa, February 1^1, 1S71. iir. 
Uhl'd ruling wua to tho ell'^ct that tho papera 
wore worthleaa, on tho ground tbatthequal- 
ilicution of five years' continuous reaidenoe 
haa not been complied with. 

Mr. Uhl's decision, Mr. Roeaa aaya, pre- 
vented him from visiting Great Britain, 
where he had contraotod to lecture, and 
compelled hia return to this country from 
the continent of Europe. Bjforo going to 
Europe in May bo applied for tho pasaporta 
in the reirular manner and did not diaoovor 
that they had been refused until his wife 
wrote to him on the other aido of tho water. 

In hie complaint to Preaidenb Cleveland, 
ho inquires wliether Mr. Uhl la an English- 
man, an Orangeman or a member of tho 
A P, A. ' He gives an account of hia applica- 
tion for his first papera, of hit arrest and 
incarceration in Bngliah priaona up to 
January, 1871, and aaya that on Ma return 
to America, Juatioe Larramore laaued the 
second papers by virtue of the constitu- 
tional olause wbiuh aays " five years' con- 
secutive reaidenoe," and holds good ' for 
the man who haa taken oat hia first papers 
and leaves the country with the intention of 
returning, but who ia detained In (v manner 
that makts it impoaalbie for him to return 
and who returns soon dh he onn. Rossa 
wants to vote at the coming election, and 
says ho cannot again apply for second 
papers, because the judges have ordered the 
arrest of persons who, onco having secured 
papers, file application for a second issue
